TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


Another school year has closed, and it becomes the duty of the 
School Board to submit to the town a brief report of what has been 
accomplished in our schools during the year, and to submit for your 
consideration such changes and improvements as in our opinion 
will best promote the interest in, and will result in permanent good 
to our schools. We have, during the past year, held schools in nine 
different school houses, three each in all except the Paul school 
house, which is not suitable to hold schools in during cold weather, 
but we are pleased to record the fact that nearly, if not «ll the schol- 
ars in that locality have attended the winter term at Guild. 

We have the past year discontinued the schools on Pike Hill, 
and what was the Bascom district, not feeling justified in sustaining 
schools there for the small number ot scholars that would attend. 
Those scholars have attended other schools in town, and we have 
expended $45 in transporting them to and from school. This ar- 
rangement has given all scholars in town the benefit of three terms 
schooling, so far as we can ascertain for the first time in the history 
of the town. 

We have employed fourteen different teachers. With two of 
them this was their first effort in teaching Most of them have been 
teachers of experience, and have done earnest and faithful work. 
Some have not accomplished what they would could they have had 
the hearty cc-operation of the parents of the children under their 
charge. Could those parents who are addicted to fault-finding, and 
to reporting every little unpleasantness that happens in the school. 
be placed in the teacher's position but for one term, they could not 
but see the baneful effect that such conduct has upon the school, and 
would be more careful in the future. 
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We have had but one case of discipline during the year, and that 
after the most earnest efforts of the teacher had failed. The Board 
were called upon and expelled one boy from school. We did not 
resort to this extreme measure until after the most careful thought, 
and now feel thoroughly justified in the course taken, as it had a 
wholesome effect on some other scholars that were giving their 
teacher too much trouble. 

We feel called upon to make more cha: ges in text books, and 
bespeak the hearty co-operation of parents, as a uniformity of text 
books is of great importance. We again call the attention of the 
District to the need of a new school building in the southeast part of 
the town. Let us not merely consider the matter of a few cents more 
in taxes, but come up toa higher plane of thought and action. and 
think of the good that would be accomplished in giving the children 
of that locality better advantages for schooling. The question is of- 
ten asked, are our schools any better than they were under the dis- 
trict system. We believe they are Our reasons for this belief are 
these: nearly, if not quite, equal advantages for schooling to all 
scholars in town, more uniformity in text books, and better classifi- 
cation of scholars, more uniformity in wages paid teachers, thereby 
giving what were the small districts, the benefit of a better grade of 
teachers. Asa whole we have had a very efficient corps of teachers 
the past year, and hope to secure the services of many of them the 
coming year. The School Board have made during the year, 55 
visits to the schools Parents and others, 521.

over fifteen years of age, 20; between five and fifteen, 172. Boys, 
101: girls, 93; total, 194. Number of children of school age not 
attending school. 19. Number of visits by School Board, 55; by 
parents and others, 521. Number of children attending school in 
Union District, 250. Number of children in Union District not at- 
tending school, 16. Whole number of scholars in town, 479.

UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF UNION DISTRICT, NEWPORT: ‘The 
High School has had two terms of 12 and one of 11 weeks, under the 
charge of Sidney E. Junkins as Principal. Alice E. Kinney, the 
Assistant, left at the end of the spring term, and her place has been 
filled by Emma E. Thrasher. The number of different pupils has been. 
50, and the average number belonging, 32; number over 15 years of 
age, 33. The total expense for teachers was $972.23. The general 
condition of this department has been very satisfactory to your com- 
mittee, for which credit is due both teachers and pupils. 

The Grammar |)epartment has been unfortunate, in that a change 
of teachers was necessary each term, and its condition has been far 
from satisfactory. The first term of 12 weeks was taught by Mattie 
D. Haines, the second of the same length by Lulu L. Abbott, and the 
third of nine weeks only, on account of the illness of the teacher, by 
Verdie M. Mack. The total number of pupils enrolled was 63, the 
average number in attendance 44, and the attendance by terms 382, 
52 and 52. respectively. The wages paid teachers were $9 per week. 
The failure of this school to meet our expectations we by no means 
ascribe to the teachers, but rather to the unfavorable conditions un- 
der which they labor. Bear in mind that there are in this school 52 
pupils, mostly between the ages of 12 and 14, and in a room in which 
the seats are so near that the pupils’ elbows almost touch, remember 
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that your committee are given only sufficient funds to pay $9 per 
week while other towns are paying $10 and $11 in the same grade 
for smaller and easier schools, so that we engage not the best trained 
and most experienced teacher, but the best one we can for the mon- 
ey,—and the reasons why there are so frequent changes of teachers 
and the school not more successful are plain. 

In this and the Intermediate Department there are 100 pupils— 
enough for three good schools,—and until provision for an extra 
room and teacher is made, the condition of these schools must needs 
be unsatisfactory. When inclined to criticise, let the patrons of 
these schools and our citizens generally bear in mind the disadvan- 
tages and unfavorable conditions under which these teachers labor, 
as the success of no undertaking depends in a larger degree upon 
the moral support it receives from the community than our public 
schools. 

Intermediate Department. Much that has been said in regard 
to the Grammar School applies to this department. There have been 
three terms of 12 weeks each. , The first was in charge of Lizzie G. 
Phelps, whose good work in Newport schools is well known; the 
last two were taught by Alice J. Quimby, under whom the school 
made excellent progress. The whole number of pupils enrolled was 
77, and the attendance by terms 51, 46 and 49. The wages paid 
teacher were $8 per week, or $288. 

The Primaries have each been in session 30 weeks, and under 
the same teachers as formerly, which shows that their services have 
been appreciated by your committee. 

At the South Primary, Mary E. Beck teacher, the whole number 
of different pupils was 59 and the enrollment by terms 47, 44 and 45. 
North, Ellen H. Rogers teacher, whole number 59, and by terms 34, 
28 and 27. East, Etta Fletcher teacher, entire number 36, and by 
terms 22, 20 and 82. The West Primary, taught by Mrs. A. B. Carr, 
registered for the year 13 different pupils, and the attendance by 
terms was 10, 9 and 9 respectively. The wages paid each of these 
teachers has been, as formerly, $5 per week. 

During the winter term the number of pupils at the South Pri- 
mary becoming larger than could well be accommodated, some of 
the parents living north-east of the school-house, at the request of the 
committee, kindly sent their pupils to the East Primary. 

‘The whole number of pupils in attendance two weeks or more, 
exclusive of those previously enrolled in some other school in this 
State, was 250. Non-attendants, 16.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Newport: 

The undersigned, constituted by your action as a Board of 
Health for the town of Newport, respectfully beg leave to report, 
that we have given due attention to all matters that have come un- 
der our observation, or that have been reported to us in regard to 
the sanitary condition of the town, since our appointment. That we 
have reported all cases of malignant diseases, certified to us as such 
by the physicians of the town, to the State Board of Health, as re- 
quired by law; and we now desire to call the attention of the people 
of the town to the importance of more perfect regulations than have 
heretofore been made as regards drainage from sink spouts and 
latrines, the proper ventilation of school buildings, churches and 
private houses,—matters which affect the well being of every man, 
woman and child in the community. The subject of drainage and | 
sewerage is receiving much attention elsewhere. Hitherto but lit_ 
tle has been done to provide our village with sewers; and what has 
been done was without any definite plan. We recommend that the 
town, through the Selectmen or otherwise, provide for the adoption 
of some suitable system of sewers, and appropriate such sum of 
money as may be thought best to begin the work thereon.
